And the same rule is 


borrowed by politicians when 
they set about to increase taxes. 
They beat the drums for "tax 
reform," pointing out what they 
say are loopholes by which the 
rich escape taxes, to stir up the 
majority of the population for 
legislation which invariably 
piles still higher taxes on the 
poor. 


Two favorite targets of the 


politicians are (1) the depletion 
allowance "loophole" for the oil 
industry and (2) "tax-exempt" 
municipal, county and state 
bonds. 


But the depletion of oil wells 


is a hard economic fact. I came 
to Arkansas in 1923 two years 
after the El Dorado discovery 
and less than a year after the 
Smackover field Mew in, and 
personally saw the gusher 
strike that created the Norphtet 
boom. Today most of those 
riches are gone. One by one El 
Dorado's oil refineries have 
closed. So the oil depletion 
allowance is necessary if you 
want to continue having fuel for 
the family car. 


The popular name for city, 


county and state bonds is "tax- 
exempts," yet the truth is they 
are bond investments on which 
income tax has been deducted 
before you ever get around to 
clipping the interest coupons. I 
have some of these "tax 
exempts," issued by North 
Little Rock and Crossett. One 
city pays 3.75 per cent interest 
on the face of the bond, the 
other 3.8 per cent on the 
premium price at which I 
bought. If the income were 
taxable I wouldn't touch them 
for twice the stated return. 


A business man buys such 


exempt bonds to maintain 
working capital, the equivalent 
of cash but earning a small 
return. Cities, counties and 
states sell such exempt bonds 
because they enable home 
government to make public 
improvements. Close up this 
"loophole" and you will make 
an unpleasant discovery: By 
doubling the interest burden of 
local government the federal 
octopus would put local 
government projects out of 
business—leaving a clear field 
to the federals. 


While

reform" they are secretly 
maneuvering public opinion in 
the hope of bringing off the 
biggest tax increase in U.S. 
history. No later than Tuesday 
the Washington wire reported 
that 
Treasury 
Secretary 


George Shultz hinted President 
Richard Nixon is talking about 
enactment of an "added value 
tax." 


When you spell it out that 


means a federal sales tax. Still 
worse, it is a transaction tax, a 
sales tax that multiplies each 
time an article or commodity 
changes hands. Shultz said, "It 
has an advantage in that you 
generate large revenue with 
low rates." 


Try and tell that to the people 


of Arkansas. They saw the state 
tax start at 2 per cent with 
groceries and clothing exempt, 
then the exemptions were 
removed, the rate was in- 
creased to 3 per cent, the tax 
base was widened to cover 
services and labor—and even 
now there is an impending plot 
to raise the levy to 4 per cent. 


When I was researching for 


editorials in behalf of the 
original Arkansas sales tax in 
1933-34, real property being 
bankrupt in the Depression and 
something had to be done for 
public school revenue, I 
discovered the first sales tax 
was levied in Spain—but it soon 
turned into a transaction tax 
with endless multipliers . . . 
until the tax amounted to GO per 
cent of the cost of commonly 
used articles. Spain rebelled 
arid killed the sales tax. 


I advocated Arkansas' sales 


tax but coupled to that ad- 
vocacy the warning given 
above. 


Arkansas paid no attention. 
And Washington is much too 


far away to listen.

Hence, he and his crew pro- 


vide luminaries at the podium 
with a minute-by-minute sce- 
nario hours before an event oc- 
curs.

though the vote had yet to be 
taken. 


And John Wayne, the elder 


statesman in the GOP box-of- 
fice parade, was advised to in- 
troduce a film on the President 
with the remark that Nixon is 
"a great president, and a good 
guy." But Wayne reversed the 
order of the phrases. 
. When Freeburg was called by 
a newsman earlier Wednesday 
about the demonstration plan- 
ning, he replied with some an- 
noyance: "There's a balloon 
drop scheduled. I don't know 
how many. I don't know who 
put them there."

A police lieuten- 
ant, a protester and two by- 
standers were injured. 


Earlier, Vietnam veterans 


marched against the war and 
two Students for a Democratic 
Society crashed a Republican 
brunch attended by Mrs. Nixon 
and daughter Tricia Cox. The 
Zippies, an off-shoot of the 
Youth International Party (Yip- 
pies) 
demonstrated 
against

The Zippie march produced 


the first mass arrests of the 
convention season. It ended at 
an intersection in front of Con- 
vention Hall. When protesters 
refused to move, police herded 
212 of them into yellow vans 
and rented trucks, charging 
most with disobeying a lawful 
police order. 


Delegates arriving for the 


evening 
convention session 


were greeted by 3,500 anti-Nix- 
on demonstrators strung out in 
the streets surrounding the 50- 
acre convention center com- 
pound. 


The faces of many protesters 


were painted white, and hands 
of others dyed red. There were 
anti-Nixon 
posters, 
antiwar 


skits and an elephant pulling a 
large black coffin. 


Ranks 
of state 
troopers 


flooded into the streets when 
protesters began pushing and 
shoving the arriving Republi- 
cans, pounding on cars with 
fists and sticks and swarming 
into streets to block traffic. 


With riot sticks held waist 


high, 
officers 
shoved 
and 


prodded the protesters down 
the streets. Four more persons 
were arrested for disorderly 
conduct, but the troopers clear- 
ly were more interested in 
moving people than arresting 
them. 


About 400 police cleared three 


sides of the compound, giving 
the demonstrators the street in 
front of the hall to carry on a 
program of rock music and 
speeches.

The police cordon funneled 


the departing demonstrators 
back toward their Flamingo 
Park campground at 11 p.m., 
four hours after they arrived.

Heavy fighting in 
VN valley reported 


SAIGON (AP) — Heavy fight- 


ing was reported at the mouth 
of the Que Son Valley Tuesday, 
and 30 miles to the north the 
North Vietnamese shelled Da 
Nang for the third time in less 
than a week. 


Officers in the field said 


South Vietnamese infantrymen 
and rangers advancing into the 
valley ran into three North 
Vietnamese battalions number- 
ing as many as 900 troops.

claimed 108 North Vietnamese 
troops were killed, but reported 
only 24 weapons 
captured. 


South Vietnamese losses were 
one killed and 28 wounded, the 
command said.

launched a spoiling operation 
Monday, two days after the 
North Vietnamese ran them out 
of the valley.

NEW YORK lUPK — Friendship is as important as food in a 


senior citizens' lunch program in Massachusetts schools. 


Social contacts made in school lunchrooms are the real bonus, 


says Marion L. Cronan, who has helped supervise the program 
since its inception as a prepilot project in the Brookline school 
system in 1968. Miss Cronan is director of homemaking and 
school food services in the Boston suburb. Her district was one of 
the first selected because it had the highest percentage in the state 
of persons 60 years and older. 


The program is funded by a special federal grant to the Stale 


Council on Aging, and it receives donated foods from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's Food and Nutrition Service. 


As a result, senior citizens pay only 50 cents per meal. So far, no 


one in the Brookline program has been unable to afford this token 
sum, and Miss Cronan is confident that agency assistance could be 
found if needed. 


The ability to pay is an important part of the program, because 


it avoids the stigma of charity, but Miss Cronan said in a letter that 
she sees other equally important social benefits. 


Before the lunch program began, some elderly men and women 


wouldn't even dress and leave their rooms during the day. Now 
they eagerly don their best clothes five days a week to meet new 
friends over a hot lunch at school. 


A similar reaction is reported from other cities that have tried 


the program, including Santa Fe., N.M., 
Eau Claire, Wis., and 


Avon, Conn. In Santa Fe, several friendships even led to marriage. 


A growing number of cities provide home delivery of meals for 


the elderly, but Miss Cronan feels that eating together in school 
lunchrooms has several advantages over the other system. 


For one thing, the aged enjoy watching the children whose lunch 


hour precedes theirs, and the youngsters relate well to the older 
group. Miss Cronan said she thinks the young people respond 
better to the elderly than they do to many middleaged persons. 
who may represent the authority of parents or teachers. 


The Brookline project attracts outside visitors. 
^ 


"Schools of nursing send students who are studying geriatrics, 


she wrote. "Students in public health or nutrition often visit, and 
people from other communities come to see how it works." 


A representative from the Brookline Multiservice Senior Center 


is there daily to chat informally with the men and women. She 
refers those with medical problems to the health department or 
sends a visiting nurse to their homes. She has helped some find new 
living quarters and she arranges psychiatric and social help for 
those who need i t . 
. 
. 
. ... 
Many older person' eating habits are notoriously poor, but Miss 


Cronan said the program quickly demonstrated that some of the 
elderly are eager to learn about good nutrition. 


She added that older people generally tend to eat too much 


bread, cereals and sweets, and too little meat, fish, poultry, fruit 
and vegetables. One woman told Miss Cronan that her lunch, 
before the school program was launched, had consisted of an 
English muffin and coffee at a fast food service restaurant. The 
cost was 40 cento—only 10 cents less than she now pays for a full 
hot meal. 


The school program is continued during the summer session, but 


five meals a week during the school year isn't adequate, in Miss 
Cronan's view, and she hopes the Older Americans Act of 
Congress soon will make possible delivery of meals to the house- 
bound and those on special diets. She'd also like to see it expand to 
include breakfast and/or supper. 


"Schools should be open to serve the community—not just for 


children—for also adults at all hours," she wrote. "We have on 
obligation to care for those who need our service, to provide 
adequate nutrition in attractive surroundings, seasoned to give 
pleasure to the palate and warmth and joy to the heart."

The Soviet's delegation circu- 


lated a statement during the 
game asserting it had received 


letters saying that "some elec- 
tronic devices and chemical 
substance which can be in the 
playing hall are being used to 
influence Mr. B. Spassky." 


The statement from grand- 


master Efim Geller, Spassky's 
second, said the letters men- 
tioned in particular Fischer's 
chair and the special lighting 
installed at the American chal- 
lenger's demand. 


Geller cited Fischer's refusal 


to have the games filmed and 
suggested he didn't want the 
camera checking on him. "The 
same could be supposed," he 
continued from Fischer's re- 
peated demands to transfer the 
game to a private room and to 
clear the first seven rows of 
spectators. 


"Winfrey 
was strictly a 


blocking back for Steward," 
Davidson said. "Me carried the 
ball about 12 times the whole 
year." 


The ASU coaches looked at 


Winfrey, but finally decided not 
to offer him a scholarship. 


"So, he went to Illinois State 


and, as a freshman led their 
ballclub in rushing," Davidson 
said. 


Davidson said Winfrey want- 


ed to be nearer his home and 
visited the ASU campus during 
the Christmas break, asking for 
a chance. The following month 
he enrolled at Jonesboro. 


One observer close to the 


ASU program said 
Winfrey 


broke more times in spring 
practice for gains of 30, 40 or 50 
yards than Harrell did in three 
springs at Jonesboro. 


Winfrey is one of several new 


names the Indians are counting 
on in what has been termed a 
rebuilding year.

Committee, faced with the 
threat of a walkout by African 
nations and sympathetic Ameri- 
can blacks, voted 36-31 with 
three abstentions Tuesday night 
to expel the little Rhodesian 
team from the Munich Games. 


"It was a blatant intrusion of 


politics," Brundage said. "They 
had a gun to our heads. It was 
political blackmail—nothing but 


blackmail—and we gave in. 


"I fought as hard as I could, 


but I lost." 


The Rhodesians, consisting of 


35 white and eight black athlet- 
es, were ousted on the fragile 
technicality of passport identi- 
fication after fulfilling all other 
obligations. 


White-controlled Rhodesia, a 


former British colony which de- 
clared its independence in 1965, 
was admitted to the Games by 
the IOC a year ago with the 
stipulation that Us athletes 
compete as British subjects and 
use the British hymn and flag. 


At the time, the African bloc 


went along with the agreement, 
apparently feeling that Rho- 
desia would refuse to field a 
team under such conditions. 


When the Rhodesians showed 


up in Munich, wearing identi- 
fication cards labelled "South 
Rhodesia, British subject" and 
flying British colors, the Afri- 
cans were caught off guard.

Hawaii's military population

Q. I am 73 years old and 


receive social security benefits. 
I plan to return to work. How 
much am I allowed to earn and 
still receive my social security 
checks? 


A. Your earnings have no 


affect on your social security 
benefits once you are age 72. 


Q. I read in the paper that the 


Medicare deductible went up 
the first of the year. What are 
the new amounts? 


A. The hospital deductible 


was increased from $60 to $68 
for benefit periods beginning in 
1972. The coinsurance amount 
for the 1st through 90th day in 
the hospital was increased from 
$15 a day to $17 a day. The 
lifetime reserve coinsurance 
was increased from $30 to $34 
per day, and the Extended Care 
Facility coinsurance was in- 
creased from $7.50 to $8.50 per 
day. 


Q. I am going to retire at age 


62. When should I file for my 
social security? 


A. You should file three 


months before the month you 
become 62. This will give time 
to process your claim and get 
your check started by the 
month you retire. 


Q. My mother had surgery, 


but is ready to leave the 
hospital. She insists on coining 
home. Will Medicare pay for a 
private nurse or for any nursing 
service? Her incision needs to 
be dressed daily. 


A. Medicare will not pay for 


full-time nursing care at home, 
but certain part-time services 
of home health aides, medical 


supplies 
and 
appliances, 


physical therapy, etc., may be 
available from an approved 
home health agency. However, 
her doctor must make the 
referral and file a plan of home 
treatment within 14 days after 
the patient leaves the hospital 
(after at least a May stay) or a 
participating extended care 
facility. 


Q. I am a domestic worker 


and am employed by a number 
of different people. Should this 
work count for social security 
benefits? 


A. If you are paid $50 or more 


by any one employer in a 
calendar quarter it does count 
for social security benefits. If 
you believe your wages are not 
being properly reported, ask 
your Social Security Office for 
help.

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Pension fund 
for railroads 
needs reform 


Free lunch program to be continued in the Hope schools 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


congressional commission pre- 
dicts the federally-administered 
pension fund for railroad work- 
ers will go bankrupt by 1988 un- 
less there are quick financial 
reforms. 


The dispute already brewing 


over the question of who should 
bail the fund out of trouble may 
carry the seeds of serious labor 
unrest in the railroad industry 
within the next year or two. 


Labor spokesmen hf>ve sug- 


gested that railroad manage- 
ment take over the main bur- 
den of financing the pension 
fund, now supported by almost 
equal contributions from man- 
agement and employes. 


Warning of the fund's jeop- 


ardy is the Commission on 
Railroad Retirement, estab- 
lished two years ago to exam- 
ine the railroad pension system 
and the federal Railroad Re- 
tirement Board which adminis- 
ters it. 


The report has not yet been 


published but the key chapter 
of conclusions and recommen- 
dations has been completed and 
was obtained by the Associated 
Press 
from 
a 
commission 


source. 


The railroad pension system 


is the only federally adminis- 
tered pension plan for workers 
in private industry. The unique 
arrangement was created by 
Congress in 1935 to protect rail- 
road pensions during the Great 
Depression. 


The commission report said 


railroad employment has de- 
clined steeply over the past 25 
years, while the number of pen- 
sioners is only now reaching its 
expected peak. 


In addition, the report said, 


retirement benefits have been 
increased but employer and 
worker contributions have not 
kept pace. 


"Unless corrective action is 


taken promptly there will be 
large cash flow deficits, and 
the system will go broke in 
about 16 years," the report 
states. 


It said 
railroad 
workers 


should be covered by regular 
Social Security, with supple- 
mental benefits "floated on 
top." 


The commission rejected sug- 


gestions that the federal gov- 
ernment subsidize the fund. 


The commission opposed fur- 


ther benefit increases, cur- 
rently under consideration in 
Congress, and said worker and 
employe contributions must be 
increased to maintain 
the 


fund's solvency at the current 
benefit level. 


But it ducked the question of 


who should pay how much of 
future contributions. 


The report recommended a 


clear division between railroad 
pension benefits paid in lieu of 
regular Social Security and 
those paid under a supplement- 
ary pension program.

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GOP euphoria only matched twice in recent history 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


The euphoria surrounding the 
1972 Republican National Con- 
vention has probably been 
matched only twice in recent 
GOP history. 


In 19S6, it proved justified - 


as Dwight D. Eisenhower was 
re-elected in a landslide. But in 
1948 it was a delusion and Har- 
ry S. Truman scored one of the 
greatest upsets in American po- 
litical history, defeating Thom- 
as E. Dewey. 


The party is united now with 


the only visible rift here related 
to who takes over after Richard 
M. Nixon. A variety of polls 
show the Nixon-Spiro T. Agnew 
ticket with a massive — some 
say unbeatable — lead over the 
Democratic combination of Sen. 
George McGovern and Sargent 
Shriver. 


Though Republican leaders 


keep saying they believe the 
margin will narrow before No- 
vember, others aren't sure. 
They recall that, in 1964, Re- 
publican nominee Barry Gold- 
water fell 30 points behind Lyn- 
don B. Johnson in midsummer 
and stayed there. 


Just six weeks ago, Demo- 


crats left this city's Convention 
Hall with considerable hope 
they could mend their divisions 
and unite behind the McGovern 
candidacy. McGovern was con- 
fident he could hold the party 
regulars. 


Since then, a series of mis- 


haps has put a cloud over 
McGovem's prospects. 


In an unprecedented develop- 


ment, Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton 


of Missouri was dropped as 
McGovern's running mate after 
he failed to disclose his medical 
history to McGovern.

A fireworks-bright explosion of 
sound and color rocked con- 
vention hall Tuesday night 
after the roll call had con- 
firmed Richard Nixon's nomi- 
nation.

overhead and burst like fire- 
crackers through the hall.

Even before the Democratic 


convention, he stirred con- 
troversy by saying he would go 
to Hanoi and beg, if necessary, 
to free captured U.S. prisoners. 


Now, many polls show Nixon 


with top-heavy leads in the ma- 
jor industrial states which are 
crucial to Democratic success. 
Other surveys show him with a 


remarkable row of advantages 
over McGovern in categories 
designed to measure the ways 
in which Americans regard the 
two rivals. 


Though confident, many Re- 


publicans here are running 
scared. They are following the 
President's advice to guard 
against the kind of letdown that 
helped turn almost certain vic- 
tory into the stunning Republi- 
can defeat of 1948. 


Yet, for the Republicans and 


Richard NiJTon, this convention 
is a time to savor. The man 
who has been involved in con- 
troversy from his arrival on the 
national political scene a quar- 
ter century ago now stands su- 
preme in his party and, if the 
polls are right, in the nation. 


There are obstacles ahead. 


Far more Americans still con- 
sider themselves 
Democrats 


than regard themselves as Re- 


publicans, and the polls show 
people consider the Democratic 
patty better equipped in many 
areas to deal with national 
problems. 


The connection of Republican 


officials with the bugging and 
attempted break-in 
of the 


Democratic party's headquar- 
ters is before a grand jury, pos- 
ing political risks for the GOP 
later this fall. 


There is also the warning of

car. 


Wojtowicz, who had earlier 


demanded the release of his 
male "wife" from a hospital 
psychiatric ward, then sur- 
veyed the street, apparently 
looking for the hidden police 
sharpshooter. 


Satisfied, he got into the car 


with his accomplice, the hos- 
tages and an FBI agent for the 
driver. They drove off for the 
airport, arriving there at 4:45 
a.m. 


John F. Malone, special 


agent in charge of the FBI's 
New York office, told a news 
conference that his assistant, 
Richard Baker, walked up to 
the limousine as it reached the 
plane and talked to the men in- 
side. 


While he was talking, the 


agent-driver, who was not iden- 
tified, pulled his gun and fired 
one shot, fatally wounding one 
man in the chest. The shooting 


took place at a remote runway 
near Jamaica Bay at the south- 
ern end of the huge Jetport. 


Malone said the agents recov- 


ered from the limousine the 
$29,000 taken from the bank 
and three guns, a .38-caliber 
snub nosed pistol, a shotgun 
and a 30-06 rifle. 


Malone said the men were
